Pu COMMITTEE of the Soup 


Kitchen for the Jewish Poor beg 
leave to announce that the first DISTRI- 
BUTION of relief during the coming 
winter will take place on MONDAY, the 
11th of December, at 530 o’clock, when they 
hope for the presence of the supporters of 
this Charity. 

During the last winter applications for 
relief were so numerous that the amount 
of bread given away nightly had to be 
increased to nearly twenty-three hundredweight, 
and of soup to six hundred and fifty gallons. 

Increased quantities naturally entailed 
increased expense, but, unfortunately, though 
the demands on the Kitchen were ye sed 
swollen, the Committee had to meet their 
demand with shrunken resources. It was 
impossible, therefore, to open the Kitchen 


| more than three times weekly, except on the 


occasion of special distributions. 

The Committee earnestly implore the 
Community to extend to them this year a 
larger measure of support. Sickness and 
suffering are unusually rife in London; the 
depression of trade and the consequent lack 
of employment teH on those who, having little 
that cheers life and sustains health, must 
leok forward to the forthcoming winter in 
sadness and gloom unless help be extended to 
them more freely than hitherto. 

Relief is only given to the deserving. and 
the case of each applicant is carefully 
investigated. The plan adopted of giving 
covered cans of hot soup to be taken by the 
recipients to their homes renders the meal 
available t» the children and weakly, who, in 
consequence of the enhanced cost of fuel, 
would otherwise be precluded from partaking 
in the coldest weather of that which they 
most require, namely, a hot meal. = 

The Commit‘ee would again call the 
attention of the community to the system of 
extra distributions given in the name and 
if potsible in the presence of the donor. 
There can be but few better ways of com- 
memorating family celebrations than by the 
time-honoured mode of a repast to the poor, 
and they trust that they may be «nabled to 
hold two or these distributicns weekly 
during the forthcoxrirg winter. The cost of 
each special distribution has been fixed at 
£15 15s., which sum represents the actual 
outlay incurred for the food given away.

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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The new French Minister of the Interior, M. David Raynal—who it 
may interest our readers to know is a distant connection of the late Mr. 
Ephraim Alex, the founder of the London Jewish Board of Guaardians—is 
the first Jew who has held this office inany Government. France has had a 
Jewish Minister of Justice in Adolphe Crémieux, a Minister of Finance in 
Fould, and Ministers of Public Works in David Raynal himself, and 
| Edouard Millaud ; Italy a Minister of Finance in Luigi Luzzatti, and 

Holland a Minister of Justice in Godefroi ; but for M. Raynal has been reserved 
the distinction of receiving one of the highest of Cabinet posts, In 
I'rance, the Ministry of the Interior is of greater responsibility and of wider 
sphere than that of Home Secretary in England, and its superiority over 
most other portfolios may be estimated from the fact that it is the one which 
the majority of French Prime Ministers themselves elect to hold. M. Raynal 
has greatly distinguished himself since he entered political life and served as 


Minister in Gambetta's Cabinet, when that great Tribune of the people filled 
the office 


now accepted by his protézé, The new Minister 
sits for the important constituency of Bordeaux, and his popn- 
larity with his constituents ‘is proved by his having been’ 


re-elected in the first ballot at the General Election in August last, with a 
poll of 11,404 votes. He is practically, leader of the Moderate Republican 
party, and, as we mentioned last week it was to him that President Carnot 
first turned, when seeking in that direction a successor to M. Dupuy. It is 
significant, too, of his influence in politics that on his refusal to undertake 
the formation ofa Ministry, both M. Spuller, in his abortive, and M. Casimir- 
Périer in his successful attempt at Cabinet construction consulted M. Raynal 
before inviting other members of Parliament to enter the Government, 

Mr, Chamberlain—supreme debater and keen dialectician as he is—is not 
profound on all questions, and this oceasional lack of profundity led him into 
serious error on Monday last, when replying to the deputation of the unemployed 
that waited upon him. Referring to the question of Alien Immigration, whe 
said that some restrictive legislation is necessary to exclude destitute 
foreigners, and backed his opinion by a reference to America, which he said 
excluded such destitutes. Why do not Statesmen read the Blue Books 
which a generous country provides for their instruction? Had Mr. 
Chamberlain read the reports to the Board of Trade on “Alien Immigration 
to America,” presented by Messrs. Burnett and Schloss —copious extracts from 
which appeared in the Jewish Chronicle,—he would have seen how utterly 
baseless the assertion is that America excludes aliens by reason of their 
being destitute. The likelihood of his not being able to earn his liveli- 
hood without recourse to public assistance, is the only ground for exclusion 
being practised upon an apparently honest immigrant to the States. Mr. 
Chamberlain may plead that he was away from these shores when the Reports 
appeared, ‘Alas! however, for the excuse ; if he was, he was in America ! 

Much of the usual nonsense was spoken by the deputation, and Mr. 
Chamberlain was not slow to point out that even if all the deputation urged 
was true, about the competition of alien immigrants, it affected only a few 
trades. The assertion of Mr. Arnold White that all‘ the rubbish and refuse 
of the world” is shot on to these shores, was as much founded upon any 
ascertained fact as it was prompted by kindness of feeling. One of the 
deputation urged that restrictive legislation 13 necessary, because some 
foreigner—of course alleged to be a Jew—had offered to make a cabinet for 
£2 10s., for which he wanted £3 10s. Ergo, he argued the State should 
step in and return to him the £1 which competition had absorbed. “In my 
Radical days,” we think Mr. Chamberlain would have applied to this sort of 
argument the term Protection, with the very biggest of big P's. How much 
longer, we wonder, is this red herring of Alien Immigration to be drawn. 
across the trail of a great Economic Question, which is rapidly shaping itself 
into a problem the whule civilized world may have to face ? 


The meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue on Tuesday ended . 
in an inglorious victory. The Report of the Special Committee on financial 
arrangements was debated with more warmth than is usually associated with 
details of finance, but up to a certain point in the discussion a spirit of 
mutual concession was manifested. [rom allusions made by several 
speakers, it was evident that some attempts had been made to bring about 
a compromise that would have united all parties, and have brought them 
together to a “ round table conference” to consider new Schemes of Assess- 
ment. The motion for the adoption of the Report moved by the Chairman 
of the Special Committee, and an amendment thereto, were withdrawn ia 
favour of a resolution for further consideration and report by a 
strong Committee consisting of the Honorary Officers together with 
three members having some special knowledge. of synagogue finance, and 
three of the principal members of the Special Committee, To this resolu- 
tion, however, an amendment was proposed by the Overseers of the Poor, 
which was carried by the narrow majority of 25 to2#. <A tactical error by 
one of the minority in demanding a division, led to the result that the amend- 
ment was again carried, but by the far more substantial majority of 51 to 21, 
Several of those nominated on the new Committee thereupon declined to 
serve, Itisapity that the spirit of compromise was not maintained to the 
conclusion of the meeting. Some victories are dearly bought, Greater satisfaction 
would be given were the United Synagogue governed more by conciliation 
than by irritation. | 


We have published several letters bearing on the subject of the distri- 
bution of boots provided by the Jewish Schools Boot Fund. There seems to 
| be a certain amount of carelessness in the method of choosing the recipients,

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and we would suggest to the Managers of the Fand that it is as much part 
of their duty to see that the benefactions they administer are well bestowed as 
to collect subscriptions and make their purchases in the most economical 
manner. Without desiring in any way to dictate to the Committee as to 
how they should execute the duties confided to them, we would point out that 
by. co-operating with those ladies and gentlemen who distribute the clothing 
collected by several Needlework Guilds, and prohibiting any benefactions 
until full enquiry as to the condition of the families of the recipients had 
been made, the efficacy of the charity would be greatly increased. It might 
also add to the value of the gifts to the recipients if, instead of giving them 
direct, vouchers were issued, and it would certainly remove the temptation to 
use the charity as a means for providing “ prizes” for good scholars if all 
gifts were made privately and without the knowlege of the other children. 
“ Schoolmistress” points out the evils of training a race of beggars by means 
of charity gifts at schools. An unobjectionable method of distribution could 
be arranged if the drawbacks of the present absence of due discrimination be 
frankly faced. 


BARON DE HIRSOH'S FOUNDATION IN GALICIA.

We recently announced that Baron de Hirsch had ordered the dis- 
continuance of a portion of the work which is being carried on in Galicia by 
means of his munificent benefactions, We are now enabled to give the Baron’s 
reasons for taking this step. | | | 

‘Baron de Hirsch was present at a meetiag of the Truste2s of the “ Baron 
Hirsch Stiftung,” held in Vienna on the 20th November, and presided over by 
David Ritter von Gutmann, the Chairman of the Board. Inu the course of the 
proceedings, the Baron addressed the meeting to the following effect: He 
regarded the matter from a practical, not from a formal, standpoint. In no 
Society was it possible to hold a meeting during the summer months, 
(This remark had reference to a complaint of the Government Commissioner 
that no meeting had been summoned since June). Since all were animated by 
the same idea, viz., that the Foundation should perform as much good as possible, 
it was only right and fair that everyone should do all in his power in this direc- 
tion. But how could the desired object be attained, when certain representa- 
tives of the Foundation went so far as to disturb the highest interests of the 
land? Before creating the Trust, he had thoroughly studied the state of affairs 
in Galicia, and had arrived at the conviction that the goal he had in view 
could only~be reached if the headquarters of the Foundation were established 
in Vienna, and he made this a condition of its creation, To his great astonish- 
ment, he had learnt that in Galicia more attention was devoted to political 
objects than to the establishment of schools, and that the representatives of the 
Foundation in Galicia sought to obtain influence, while neglecting the good 
cause. He had, therefore, striven to remove all political influences from 
the kK oundation, which wasa good thing for the movement, for he had acquired 
the sad experience that the leading Jews in Galicia misconstrued the true object 
of the Foundation. It however required men who had no ulterior motives, and 
he rejoiced greatly that he had removed its headquarters to Vienna, and would 
employ the utmost energy to prevent its being alienated. As regards the 
Cracow Technical School, he had protested two years ago against its being 


taken over by the Trust. It was{not proper that 50 pupils should absorb a | 


tenth part of the income of the Fund. What he desired was the establishment 


of schools for the people ; in such schools, with proportionately limited means, 


much good might be done, and a valuable service would be rendered to the 
country by converting neglected masses into useful members of society. This 
view the Government itself entertained and advised him to act upon. It was 
now the duty of the Executive Committee strictly to maintain the object of the 


Foundation and to act with the greatest energy in excluding all political and 


disturbing elements. For him, and those like him, who had real sympathy with 
the cause, there was but one principle : children must be taught.

BOARD AND THE JEWS. 


At the meeting of the London School Board, held on Thursday week the 
discussion on the religious instruction to Jewish children in Board Schools was 
again resumed. To enable our readers to follow the course of the debate, we re. 
produce the following resumé of the discussion. ies 
The School Management Committee reports] a month ago that their 
Scripture Sub-Committee had had oc:asion to make inquiry as to the arrangements 
in regard to rel'gious instruction at the schools of the Board largely attended by 
Jew’, The Sub-Committee had prevared a statement of the particulars which the 


_had gathered,and had submitted the statement to the School Manag-mant Com. 


mittee, calling attention to the fact that the Board's syllabus of Bible instruction 
was departed from in the schools named in the return by the total omission of al] 
instruction from the New Tes‘ament, and asking the direction of the School 
Management Committee whsther the Bard syllabus was to be enforc2d by them in 
its entirety in thes? schools. The School Management Committes now report d to 
the Board the statement which their Scripture sub-committee had submitted, the 
question which had been proposed by the Scripture sub-committee, and the resolu- 
tion whish the School Management Committee had passed—viz, to call tha 
attention of the Board to the fact that ths statement disclosed the following 
departures from the rales of the Board :—(i) Jewish teachers b«cause they are 
Jews or Jewesses, are appointed to teach Jewish children. Art. 52 states,—“ The 
religious opinions of c:ndidates should not in any way influence their appoiatment,” 
(ii ) The syilabus of Bible instruction is departed from by the total omission of al| 
teaching from the New Testament. (iii.) In the teaching from the remaining 


portions of the Bible, a syllabus alleged to have been drawn up by the Chief Rabbi 


is used without having been sanctioned by the School Management Committee or 
the Board. Having regard, however, to the special circumstances of the case, 
especially with reference to the difficulty of securing the attendance of Jewish 
children under other conditions, and to the manner in which the present custom 
had grown up, the School Management Committee were not prepared to take any 
action in the matter without specific instructions from the Board. They therefore - 
reported the whole of the facts to the Bowrd for their information, in order that 
every member might be placed in possession of the facts so far as they were within 
the knowledge of the Committee, and that any member of the Board might place 
upon the agenda paper any motion which might deal with the matter. The Con- 
mittee further reportedthe syllabus of the Chief Rabbi. | 

Mr. Bruce then moved~a further amendment relating to Jewish teachéra, 
which was not adopted. ep 

At the meeting of the Board, held on the 2nd ult.,Canon BRISTOW moved: “That 
a letter be forwarded to the Education Department—wit4 reference to religious 
instruction to Jews ani Roman Catholics—ia accordance with the terms of the 
report, together with (a) the statemen' which has recently been prepared by tha 
Sub-Committee oa Scripture Knowledge andi submitted to the School Managem ‘nt 
Committee ; (0) a copy of tre syllabus of Iastruction in Religion and Hebrew 
issued by the Chief Rabbi, anc als> a copy of the last two sentencas of Article 22 of 
the Code for Managers and Teachers; and (c) th2 resolution which the School 
Management Committee have passed on the question.” Mr. GoveR moved, 
as .an amendment: “That the report be referred back to the Committee 
for reconsideration, and that they be instructed to bring up to the Board 
such recommendations as are necassary for bringing the arrangements for religious 
instruction in the schools mentioned in the report into harmony with the Regula- 
tions of the Board on the subject as set out in the Code of Regulations for the 
Guidance of Managers and Teachers.” This amendment was negatived by 26 to 20. 

Sir CAMERON GULL then moved asa farther amendment : To add the word; 
‘‘and to inform th3 Education Department that, in the opinion of the Board, having 
regard to the special circumstances of the case, especially with reference to the

commodities at the outset of the winter, without thinking of their necessities in 


the later weeks. |

Every holder expects to receive 
and actually does receive five shillings in full, but cannot anticipate the payment, 
The bread, meat and coal tickets are convertible at any baker's, butcher's or 
coal dealer’s throughout London, and are so well-known that they are taken as 
readily as cash. The tradesmen who supply the goods can in their turn obtain 
_ payment on three stated days only, at intervals of about six weeks, purposely so 
‘fixed in order to prolong the usefulness of the tickets if desired by the recipients 
and there is no doubt that many unscrupulous shopkeepers, if offered a large 
number of tickets six weeks before the date of repayment, would seek to recoup 
themselves for such delay, by despoiling the poor holders of a large proportion 
of the commodities so necessary to them. | | 
As to the loss of tickets in delivery, which “ Censor” pre-supposes, but 
which, I assure him, is of most rare occurrence, I think ita great deal more 
probable that a coupon two inches square would be lost by the poor recipients, 
whose habits are not always the tidiest, nor their pockets the securest. 

The existing system appears to give no general dissatisfaction, ‘‘ Censor’s ” 
complaint being the first that has reached me formany years, Should, however, 
any large number of subscribers express themselves in favour of “ Censor’s”’ 
views, my Committee would no doubt again consider the desirability of altering 
the present method of delivering the tickets. This letter must, as far as I am 
concerned, close the correspondence.

SYNAGOGUE FINANCE. 


S.rk,—The authors of the sliding scale system of taxation must not be 

allowed to go away with the impression that all of those who voted with them 
on Tuesday night sympathised with their views, To many of the members of 
the Council the question at issue was, whether the over-zealous reformers should 
be let down gently, or should be let down roughly; and the severe expressions 
uttered by some members of the Executive induced some of those who had no 
love whatever for the proposed scheme, to incline to the side of gentleness. 

The present system of Synagogue Finance is not perfect, but it works fairly 
well and would not be improved by so manipulating the accounts, that those 
synagogues, which are unable to meet their full share of the communal burdens, 
could evade scrutiny of their expenditure, | 

The defects of the ayetomn lie rather in the manner in which the revenue for 
assessment is ascertained. The basis for calculation should not be the gross 


revenue which includes voluntary offerings, on which no permanent reliance 


cin be placed and which are so far beyond the control of the Council that they 
can be tapped dry at any time by the raising of special funds for local purposes, 
The proportionate sums to be contributed to the central exchequer should be 
based upon the seat-rentals, which are fixed by the Courcil and are practically 
secure, and afford the best criterion as to the relative wealth of a congregation. 
Then, too, some allowance should be made for those special charges 1n the way 
of rents and debenture debt, which press so heavily on the newer synagogues, 
and from which the older establishments are, as a rule, free. | 

These suggestions are thrown out in no unfriendly spirit, but only witha

THE SERVICE FOR JEWISH VOLUNTEERS. 


Sir,—Lt.-Col. Lucas’s letter was originally penned seven weeks ago as a 
courteous reply to an enquiry of my own. Why he deemed it necessary to in- 
sert that letter in your last issue Iam not concerned to enquire. But I tres- 
pass on your space in order to explain why Lt.-Col. Lucas’s arguments did not 
induce me to abandon the projected Service. a 

The official Regulations for the Volunteer Force do not exhibit Lt.-Col. 
Lucas’s objection to mixing up religion with military matters in time of peace, 
inasmuch as they provide for the appointment of an Acting Chaplain to each 
corps, or even local detachment. These Acting Chaplains hold their commis- 
sions only during the period when Volunteers, whatever their faith, are quite 
able to attend at Divine Worship in their civilian capacity, Thus Volunteers 
who are observant Churchmen are encouraged to attend worship fifty-one Sun- 
days in the year as private citizens, but on the fifty-second as Volunteers under 
arms, 

~ Lt.-Col. Lucas: overlooked the circumstance that Catholics or Wesleyans 
could with far greater consistency take part in a Church of England Service— 
for they are also Christians—than could Jews. But, despite this circumstance, 
sectarian differences are so far recognised by those in authority in connection 
with the Volunteer Force that—to take the examples nearest at hand—while 
most metropolitan regiments have Chaplains belonging to the Church of Eng- 
land, the Authorities have appointed a Presbyterian Chaplain for the “ London 
Scottisb,” and actually two Chaplains, the one Roman Catholic and the other 
Protestant, for the “ London Irish ;” and this in order that members of these 
regiments might attend at Divine Service in their military capacity, according to 
the rites of the Church they attend in their civilian capacity. As an Englishm in, 
as well as a Jew, my sympathies were with those co-religioaist Volunteers who 
approached me in order that they might enjoy the same privileges in this direc- 
tion as their comrades of other denominations, more important than our own in 
numbers only. |

his disapproval of this Service—the fear that: many coreligionists would not care 
that their comrades should become aware that they were Jews. Lt.-Col. Lucas 
would be the first to allow that the most flaunting ostentation is to be 
to such unmilitary and un-Jewish timidity—I had almost said cowardice. But 
I quite fail to see ostentation in proceedings that wholly take place within the 
comparative privacy of our own walls. 

Although the publication of Lieut.-Col. Lucas’s letter in your last issue has 
perhaps helped to reduce the number of Volunteers on my list, the 
applicants for seats are far more than twice as numerous as 
mitted myself to expect when I first took up the organisation 
of next Sunday's Service at the invitation o your correspon- 
dents. Much as I regret the absence of Lieut.-Col. Lucas, I am consoled by the 
intention of several Volunteer Field Officers, including Gentiles as well as Jews 
to be present, and so to strengthen my hands even more than their valued 
sympathy and assistance have already done. Beyond this, I have been confirmed 
in my views by finding on the religious side that the Chief Rabbi heartily 
approved of such a Service being held, and on the military side, that Lord 
Methuen, the distinguished General Officer commanding the District, had no

TRAINING JEWISH GIRLS FOR DOMESTIC SERVICE, 


Sir,—I have read with much concern various; lettersin your valuable journal 
in favour of commencing a home for training servants. With concern, when I 
consider how starving are all the existing charities. I need only mention the 
Board of Guardians and its various Committees, which, owing to their empty 
urses, are unable to do all the good they might to the very class which Mrs. 
Nathan proposes to help. If she would devote the money she desires to spend 
on the new Home on Rosiline House, which, through the generosity of Mr. J. 
Pyke, is to be moved, one or two extra rooms could be added, where girls might 
be trained as domestic servants, | 
I fear it willbe very difficult to obtain candidates for admission, as after 
thirty years’ work among our poor, | have never yet found any girls desirous 
to be trained ; indeed, at the Convalescent Homs at Norwood, where by our 
rules we are bound to train one, if not two girls for vervica, wesre often months 
before we can fiud one willing to go through the necessary training. 
Then, also, [ know from experience, there is always the greatest difficulty 
to find them situations, and even when placed, they have not proved a success, 
I think everyone will give me the credit of wishing to do all that is possible 
to advance the condition of our poor girls, and it is for this reason that I would 
implore Mrs. Nathan to pause ere she would waste her money and her time on 
that which can but prove a failure, [would bring to her notice the Work- 
rooms in Bishopsgate Street, where we are training 4 to 5) girls to useful 
work, which is much more to their inclination than domastic service. |

As Mr. Mocatta observes, the daily routine of duties the teachers have to 
perform is very heavy, and any additional work should at least be unobjectionable 
in the results. However cheerfully the teachers accept this extra duty, they 
know that the results are not unobjectionab!e’; they are wel! aware that they have

not sufficient means of determining to whom they ought to give, and the mors 
consc’¢ntious!y and thoroughly they try to prevent avy porticn of the dole find. 
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ing its way into wrong hands, the more ill-will they are conscious of exciting, 
ana this Tuscntent * parents and children is bound to be injurious to the best | 
interests of the schools ; thus, these institutions suffer, the teachers cannot but 
be annoyed and worried, and the morale of the parents and. children is not 
improved, If, as Mr. Mocatta suggests, the distribution of this dole were made 
by the well-informed officials of the Board of Guardians, it is certain that many 
applicants would be guilty of less falsehood, and the meanness and insolence of 
the elders, and the lamentable collusion of the children as now exhibited, would 
be materially lessened. I appeal to the Managers of all our Jewish schools for 
the sake of the schools, the teachers and the children, to unite in forbidding 
any future distribution of eleemosynary boots, within the walls of the institu- 
tions under their charge.

If the work of the distribution of clothing and boots be too much for the 
Board of Guardians to take up, could there not be established, as offshoots of 
the parent office, some local depdts, presided over by ladies who are willing to 
work in this cause (and there are many such), who would receive applications 
from the parents (under no circumstances whatever from the children) investi- 
gate the cases, relieve those who are in need, and thus check the growing 
mendicancy and want of truthfulness which bid fair to become overwhelming 
evils in our midst ?

THE JEWS’ HOSPITAL AND THE FUTURE OF ITS CHILDREN. 


Sir,—Some few weeks back there appeared in your columns over the 
names of Messrs, N. S, Joseph and Simeon Lazarus an appeal to members of 
provincial congregations to aid the Committee of our communal Orphanage in 
finding good trades’ and interested friends outside London for the lads who 
leave the institution, Very rarely has a suggestion appeared in your paper 
more wisely put or more valuably recommended, It isto be hoped that it will 
not fall to the ground, It cannot be too earnestly impressed upon all the friends 
of the Jews’ Hospital, that some of its best work commences when the inmate 
leaves the institution, Itis then that the question arises whether the careful 
training given at Norwood is to add an able worker to the country and a ¢ontri- 
butor to the uplifting'of our communitity, or whether, incongested trades, skilled 
training shall languish and be lost and, in overcrowded dwellings and slum 
surroundings, the physical and moral health generated at Norwood shall 
quickly fade away. ‘The cruel contrast between the bright Norwood training 
and the manner of surroundings awaiting the inmates on their return to East 
London is one which those who know are aware is continually exercising the 
anxious care of the managers. At the moment when the choice of a trade is 
being made, the most critical in the history of the treatment of the case of any 
child, our provincial friends have itin their power to render a service, at least 
equal to the assistance they give through their valuable Ornhan Aid Societies. 
In bright healthy country towns there is ample opportunity in the great trades 
of the country for the able and willing Norwood boy. All that is needed is the 
willingness of friends already located there to he!p to find the trades and to stand 
inloco parentis tothe children towards the fatherly care of whom they havealready 
done their beneficent part. In many places their own interests would be greatly 
served by those who so coma forward to help, for, as one who knows something 
of the provinces, | can venture to say that the presence in the local trades of 
bright, muscular English Jewish lads will counteract the ignorant impression 
that “ handling” is the Jewish inheritance, A common interest in one or two of 
the Norwood boys will act as a magnet in drawing members of a provincial com-

| “PRAYERS FOR THE DEAD.” | 

Sir,—Referring to the two paragraphs in the “ Notes of the Week,” in your 
issue of November 24th, as well as to the letter of Dr. Chotzner, in last Friday's 
Jewish Chronicle, on ‘Prayers for the Dead,’ I beg to be permitted to make a 
few observations on the subject. This I do as an exponent of, rather than an 
apologist for, that which needs no. defence at my hands, I mean, our ancient 
Jewish customs. . 

(1). Ido not see why the statement, as to the practice contained in 2 Macc., 
xii., 39-45, should be dismissed as if of no account or moment whatever. The 
2 Macc., if not canonical, is still, not without some historical basis, and is treated 
as such by our historians. | | 

(2). Nor is it enough, without offering any further proof, just to say, with 


the late Rev. A. L. Green, that such references to the custom as are to be found 


in the Sifre, on Deut. xxi., 8 (not xii. aS is erroneously printed in your issue of 
November 24th), Pesachim 8a. Baba Bathra 10,2, fail to establish the Jewish 
origin of such custom. 

(3). Assuming, however, just for the sake of argument, the insufticienc 
of these several passages for the purpose, there are yet, I find, 
others which no one will, I think, venture to dispute, prove beyond a doubt the 
high antiquity of the custom, as well as its distinctly Jewish, as opposed to 
Christian origin. | 

First, I would submit, Sir, that such expressions to be met with already 
in the Talmud, as (Succa 20a. and of Raschi thereon) ‘‘ I aman atonement for so 
and so” (deceased), and ‘‘ May God be his help,” (Succa 33 a. b. and 35 b, &c.) 
said by R. Chisda, of the great teacher Rav, then long since dead, go very far to 
prove that the custom of praying for the dead must have been known to, and in 
some form or other, practised by our fathers, in the time of the Talmud, 

Secondly, the Tanchuma, on Deut. xxxii., 1, has the following :— 

‘For so we read in Torath Cohannim”’ (most probably, Sifre is meant). 
Deut. xxi. 8. 

“Forgive thy people Israel” (this means the living) “which Thou hast 
redeemed ” (this means the dead). We thus learn that the living may redeem 
the dead. Therefore, continues the Tanchuma, are we in the habit of mention- 
ing (the names of) the dead on Yom Kippur, and of making charitable offerings 
for them. For thus we read in Torath Cohannim (?) mar | 

“Think you, perhaps, that when people are dead alms are of no avail for 
them ” therefore, says the Torah, “ which Thou hast redeemed.” | 

Thirdiy, and. lastly, in the Talmud Jeruschalmi, Synhedrin x. 1 and 4, we 
read thus: ‘‘ And who prayed for the company of Korah ?” 

R. Shemuel b, Nachman says: “ Moses prayed for them :when he said” 
(Deut. xxxill. 6), “Let Reuben live and not die” (alluding to Dathan and 
Abiram, who were of the tribe of Reuben). 

R, Jehoschua b. Levi says: “Hannah prayed for them when saying” (1 
Samuel I. 6), “ The Lord killeth and maketh alive. He bringeth down to the 
grave and briageth up,” | 

What I have here stated is, I believe, sufficient to prove that the custom 
of praying for the dead, so long in vogue, and so wide-spread in Israel, is of 
purely Jewish origin, and has been adopted, in common with many auother good 
and worthy practice, by Christianity from us, :

reasoning and in language, Henry Behrend was a worthy chauunlned of our 


cause, and spoke with weight and authority on f th 
had bad and would continue to have far- 


é reaching consequences on the growth 
and character of the Jewish community. To *his writings men would turn 
who desired trustworthy information on the subject of Jewish 
hygiene. With the steady conviction of a man acquainted with his facts 


and sure of his cause, he demonstrated that to the influence of the Mosaic and 
Talmudic sanitary laws must be in great measure attributed the universally 
recognised vitality and longevity of the Jewish race. His services in connec- 
tion with Shechita were still fresh in their memories, and it was only to be 
regret.ed that the scheme to which he had devoted muchattention for the use of 
anesthetics for animals about to be slaughtered, had not yet proved practicable. 
Some years ago he was speaking at the Anthropological Society upon some of 
the more recondite aspects of certain laws in Leviticus, and the preacher 
recollected full well with what force and earnestness he drove home the truth 
that those who transgressed the laws there referred to courted the 
fulfilment in their own persons of the penalty, “That soul shall 
be cut off from his people.’ Similarly, he had shown how. striking 
was the parallel between the latest outcome of pathology and its dim fore- 
shadowing in the early days of civilisation among the Jews. Thus, he took a 


well-known Talmudic saying, “If the eye had the gift to see them all, no 


creature could stand for fear of the Mazzikin,’ or malignant agencies. He 
seized upona passage like that, and madeit speak thelanguage, not of an antiquated 
superstition, but of the most recent science. Tohim the Mazzikin were the noxious 
agencies that pervaded all space and matter, aud had a special predileciion for 


media in which they thrived most freely, as the bodies of men anc animals, 


clothes, apartments of houses, and fluids exposed to air. | 
Henry Behrend was one of that not too numerous body of Jewish laymen 
who cherished a genuine love for the history of Israel, regarding that history as 
a national heritage, and not asa matter simply of class interest on the part of 
a few professional public teachers and writers. That love was never displaced 
by other demands and tastes. The favourite study of his youth remained the 
favourite study of hisage. The same year in which he obtained his medical 
qualification, after a remarkable series of early scholastic successes, witnessed 
the publication of his prize-essay on “ The Post-Biblical History of the Jews.” 
It was but a few days before his death that he wrote the last lines of a lecture 
‘intended to be delivered at the Jews College Literary Society (and before long 
to be heard there, though the voice of the author be hushed) on “ The growth 
of the doctrines of Resurrection and Immortality in Paganism and Judaism "— 
a circumstance truly pathetic in its suggestiveness. After quoting the con- 
cluding sentences of this lecture, Mr. Singer referred to the practical part taken by 
Dr. Behrend in communal kenevolence. His connection as President, for more 
than .20 years, with the united charities of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum, had keen of solid advantage to the large number of children 
who hal passed through ‘the Institution during that period. Upon every 
branch of that great establishment he had left the stamp of his sound and 
practical good sense, It was said that be owed the illness which in a few days 
proved fatal to him, to a visit to Norwood during the recent inclement weather 
in the performance cf his self-imposed duties. Well, death only wanted an 
excuse to come up with each of us. Better he should overtake us while we 
were Coing God’s will on earth than while we were defying it; better while we 
were helping others to live, than while we were plotting and planning for 
nought but the enjoyment of our own lives. It was in such ways that the 
sting was taken from death ; and in such ways too that, in a sense higher than 
earthly thoughts and yearnings compassed, that was fulfilled of which the 


prophet spoke concerning God’s statutes and judgments, that “if a man do 
them, he shall live by them,” 


Amid every token of respect the remains of the late Dr. Henry 
Behrend was interred at the Willesden Cemetery on Sunday morning 
last. At the house in Norfolk Crescent there assembled a large concourse 
of relatives, colleagues and friends of the deceased, most of whom 
followed the remains to the grave. A number of beautiful wreaths had 
been sent, many by friends at a distance. The principal mourners were the 
nephews and brothers-in-law of the deceased. Almost the entire body of the 
Executive and Committee of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum were 
present, a few members of the Committee being absent through ill-health.

COUNT ON ANTI-SEMITISM. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


| Berwin, Decemper 3, 1893. 
In the new Reichstag, Conservatives as well as anti-Semitic members have 
already in the first debates spoken on the anti-Semitic question. Dr. Rickert, ia 
answer to them, stated that it is not true Christianity, which promotes religious 
discord, through jealousy and hatred. | 

The Social Democrat Liebknecht mentioned that anti-Semitism is neither a 
movement induced by culture, nor is it found in other cultured States. 

The most remarkable rejoinder was that of Count Caprivi to the anti-Semitic 
member Zimmerman, in the sitting of November 30th. The Chancellor spoke as 
follows : What purpose is effected by anti Semitism ? What areits aime? It 
is, to use again the often repeated phrase, a precursor of Social Democracy. Every- 
thing that produces dissatisfaction is now-a-days a source of welcome for Social 
Democracy. It has the broadest stream, and all the brooklets emanating from 
anti-Semitism flow at last into its stream. The anti-Semites are not the men to. 
lead or stem the movement at their pleasure ; if it increases, it will only be a 
source of advantage t» the mass of discontent, which is gathered together in the 
Social Democratic channel. Tho anti-Semites commenced with the agitation 
against the Jews, but here they did not stop long. They went further. They 
sought after everyone who had a _ Jewish father or wife: 
they persecuted the Jews to the third and fourth generation. 
Religious anti-Semitism and Race anti-Semitism began to amalgimate, and what 


‘remains, is Capital anti-Semitism. This is the dangerous part ia this agitation. 


The danger is, that nothing at last is discerned, the circles to which they direct 
their attention are for the most part not inclined, perhaps not fitted to divcerk 
but the sentiment of hatred is awakened in them; here they are agitatiag 
against Capital. Thuathe hatred and the disinclination of man is bent towards 
capital, as such. If the movement proceeds, it will not stop at Jewish capital 
nay, it will direct itself against all cipitalists. I say there is a coanection 
between the anti-Semitic Party and Social Democracy.” Count Caprivi added : 
‘I can never be accused of severity towards the Jews, for whatever my feelings 
are in the matter, I look upon it as my duty to act towards all my fellow citizens 
alike, and according to these principles I regulate my official régime.” | 

These words, expressed by the Chancellor, are a source of gratification for 
us Jews, for we are thus assured that the shameful agitation of the anti-Semites 
is not countenanced by the Government. As long as this is so, there is no nead to 


fear that the rights granted to us will be encroached upon, and that the motion 


which the Conservatives have urged the Government to brivg in, prohibiting the 
immigration of foreign Jews into Germany,-will be adopted. It will be dis- 
cussed this week, and will certainly give rise to a long anti-Semitic debate.

THE DECISION OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Arter a protracted and keen discussion, the School Board for London has 
generously resolved to maintain the status quo in the schools mainly 
attended by Jewish children. Though nothing absolutely illegal had been 
done in any of these schools, still it would have been easy for the Board to 
find a pretext for censure and a ground for interference. Neither of these 
courses has been adopted. The attitude of the Board, led by its able and 
just-minded Chairman, has been beyond our praise, but not beyond our 
gratitude. | | 

The principles that guided the majority of the Board in accepting this 
liberal policy of non-interference are set forth in the resolution, which was 
carried by 22 votes to 15: “ Having regard to the special circumstances of 
the case, especially with reference to the difficulty of securing the attendance 
of Jewish children under other conditions, and to the manner in which the 
present custom has grown up, and seeing that the present practice is working 
well and gives rise to no objections from the parents of any of the children 
in the schools, the Board are not prepared to take any further action in the 
matter.” The most important circumstances that justify the Board in this 
decision were fully detailed by us a month ago, All that now remains is to 
review the present situation and to forecast the probable outcome of it in the 
near future. 

There is every indication that the Board intends to prosecute its efforts 
to strengthen the religious teaching given in the schools under its control. 
Several members who supported the resolution in favour of leaving the 
“ Jewish” Board S:hools untouched, openly did so in order to use this action 
as a lever for promoting Christian teaching in other Board Schools. Mr. 
Ritz makes no secret of his intention. Mr. Diccre, while denying any 
design for ordering certain doctrines to be taught, is in favour of a “ definite 


indication of that spirit in which a]l Bible instryction in the principles of the | 


| 


Christian teligion ought to be given.” We cannot conceal a certain 
uneasiness in the matter. We foresee the possibilities of much unintentional 
hardship on pupils and teachers alike if the secular instruction given in the 
Board Schools is to be tinged by Christian doctrines. But the Jews, except. 
in the few East End Schools which are to be left untouched, form only a 
minority of the children to whom the Board stand, in Mr, Diacue’s phrase, 
in the place of a parent. Hence, we have neither cause nor right to interfere 
in the discussion. So long as the Conscience Clause is faithfully observed, 
so long as the J ewish children in ordinary Board Schools are placed under no 
disability because of their religion, Jewish opinion as such has no claim to a 
voice in a matter which closely concerns our Christian fellow-citizens, And 
we have absolutely no fear. We are convinced, both from the past traditions 
of the School Board and its present liberality and toleration, that the 
Jewish children will never have cause to complain of hard treatment or of 
Injustice, 

On the other hand, it behoves the Jewish teachers in the employ of the 
Board to meet the latter more than half-way. They must act with the 
utmost vigilance and circumspection, They must avoid the slightest 
suspicion of teaching Jewish dogmas and doctrines in school hours. When 
teaching the Old Testament as history, they must not teach it as religion. 
When they translate the Hebrew text into English, the lesson must be one 


in language, not in theology. The Cuter Rassi’s Code has been, of course, 


banished from the Board Schools into which its introduction was unauthorised 


and undesired by Dr. ApLER himself, So much as this was expected of us 
and indeed we have anticipated the expectation before it has been formulated. 
Generosity should be met by a frank return. We have asked ard have 
obtained the rights of Englishmen ; we do not seek nor would we williogly 
accept privileges above the rest of our countrymen. We must see to it that 
never again shall anything be done in the East End Board Schools to incur the 
slightest breath of censure. Hebrew may be taught ; indeed Mr. Matruew 
ARNOLD, one of the earliest of the Government Inspectors, was wont to 
laud the practice of teaching it, as an important educational aid, and as a 
fine mental training. This is a great thing. Adequate Jewish religious 
teaching can be given in the Sunday and other Classes arranged by the 
Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. In the 


Board Schools themselves, not only must such teaching be rigidly excluded, — 


but no external influence should be exerted to formulate the method and 
scope of the Scriptural instruction in the Board Schools where most of the 
pupils are Jews. Such external influence might be misconstrued, and would, 
properly, be resented. Full discretion must be left, as before, to the Jewish 
teachers themselves, whose responsibility has been increased rather than 
diminished by the Board's action. 

One other point remains, At the election in 1894, it is imperative 
that Jewish candidates shall be nominated and—elected. .We shall return 
to this question in due course. Two names have been widely mentioned as 
alternative candidates ; the Rev. S. Srncer and Mr. C. G. Moysreriore. 


If they can be induced to undertake the onerous duties involved, not only 


one, but both of these gentlemen should be placed on the Board. They are 
certainly the most qualified representatives that the Jewish community 
could suggest. In them not only would the cause of the Jewish children 
find specially appropriate champions, but the Board itself would be enriched 
by the presence of two men of rare ability, expert knowledge, and sterling 
character, who would not fail to elevate the already high reputation in which 


the Board is held.

THE FINANCES OF THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE, 


Qn the order being reached for the consideration of the report of the 
Special Committee appointed on December 6th, 1802, on the subject of financial 
arrangements, | 

The SECRETARY read a letter from the Hon. Solicitor, who stated that one 
of the means by which it was sought in the scheme of the Special Committee 
to relieve the burdens of the poorer synagogues, viz., by the employment of the 
dividends on the funded property of the United Synagogue, was contrary to the 
Act by which the Synagogue was founded. 

Mr. A, LEON, Chairman of the Special Committee, stated that he would 
bow to the opinion expressed by the Hon. Solicitor ; and he accordingly moved 
that the report be referred back to his Committee for modilication, Mr. Leon 
said that his Committee had not dealt with the subject in a revolutionary spirit, 
nor had they rushed through an ill-digested scheme. They had kept in view 


— three objects, all of which he claimed they had accomplished. Their scheme did 


not propose to add a single penny to the taxation of the membersof the con- 
stituent synagogues; it did not diminish the fund for :the relief of the poor, 
and the revenue of the United Synagogue would not suffer; on the contrary, 
as he believed it would tend to harmony among the constituent synagogues, the 
revenue would be considerably increased, The Council, he thought, would 


_ acknowledge, as the world had recognised, that the sliding scale of taxation 


provided for in the scheme was as equitable a plan as could be devised. He 
confidently appealed to the Council to do their duty fearlessly, and to act justly 


_toand for all parties to an agreement which practically constituted a partner- 


ship. The Council would see that what was undoubtely a fruitful source of 
complaint among the constituent synagogues would be removed, and that once 
more the body to which -they belonged would be able to cal) itself in fact, as 


well as in name,a United Synagogue, 


Mr. A. H. JEssiu seconded Mr. Leon’s motion. He said he might claim 
for the Special Committee, which had bestowed much time and trouble 
on the subject, the right of reconsidering the scheme consequent on an 
objection which they had not anticipated and with which they did not agree. 
They asked not only as a matter of privilege, but as a’ right to be afforded 
an opportunity of endeavouring to remove the defect to which attention had 
been called. | 

Mr, J. TRENNER moved the following amendment: That while affirming 
the principle of a scheme of taxation which shall bear less heavily upon the 
resources of poorer synagogues, this Council cannot approve any sliding scale 
of assessments, the incidence of which imposes a tax in an increased ratio upon 
the gross revenues of synagogues with regard to their obligatory expenditure 
in relation to such revenue; and this Council accordingly resolves that it be 


referred back to the sub-Committee on Financial Arrangements, to devise a _ 


scheme which shall carry out the principle above referred to, upon a more 
equitable basis. Mr. Trenner contended that the Central Syragogue, which he 
represented, would lose half of its surplus if a sliding scale were agreed to, and 
he gave figures showing that other more prosperous synagogues would have 
their surpiuses increased under such aszale, He also had prepared a scheme, 
which would reduce the taxation on synagogues having an income under £1,099, 


and which he believed would yield to the Council the same amount that it now 
required, 


Mr. AsHER Isaacs seconded the amendment and Mr. : 
ent and Mr. J, Goldhill supported 
_ Mr. Davip Davis, the Senior Treasurer, said he had not the slightest ob- 
jection to the report being referred back to its authors, and had Mr. Leon con- 
tented himself with merely proposing his motion to the effect, he (Mr. Davis) 
would not have troubled the Council with any comments. But as Mr. Leon 
had pointed out the advantages of the scheme, it was his duty, as one of the 
treasurers, to point out its disadvantages. ‘The Special Committee declared that 
their scheme could not be carried out unless the wealthy synagogues gave a 
small portion of their surpluses to the poorer synagogues. Now, the wealthy 
synagogues were already assessed to the fullest extent to meet all requirements 
of the United synagogue, and before they 

pluses they must hand over as much as would cover the deficits of the other 
synagogues. During the five or six years that the present financial arrange- 
ments had been in operation the wealthy synagogues had handed over more 
than £5,00) for this purpose. He believed, therefore, the Council would agree 
with him that the words in the report to which he had called attention were 
uncalled for, and they proved that the gentlemen who drew up the report were 
unacquainted with the facts. Indeed they knew as little about the finances of 
the United Synagogue as the paper he held in his hand. He contested Mr. 
{-eon’s assertion that the scheme would not impose additional taxaticn ; he con- 
tended that there would be at addition of 14 per cent. on the seat rental, which 
the scatholders would be unwilling to accept, Let it be supposed that the 
scheme of the Special Committee were carried out, and that they thereby re- 
duced the deficits of certain synagogues by about £39 or £49; such reductions 
would be of no earthly benefit, for those synagogues would still be in a deficit 
and their local requirements would consequently still have to come before the 
Vouncil to be voted upon, No other synagogue except the Borough Synagogae

| Synagogue was not the only one dissatisfied with the present arrangements, and 


instead of condemning that Synagogue, as Mr. Davis had done, the Council 
should be indebted to it for bringing the subject forward. Lord Rothschild, in 
opening the present session of the Council, had said that the members were 
not present as individuals, representing individual synagogues only, but asa 
United Synagogue to carry out the best interests of the entire body. Ha (Mr.

Mr. I. M. Marks reminded the Council that when the present financial 
arrapgements were under consideration, the constituent synagogues were 


promised that their final surpluses would be available for local requirements. If 


this agreement were broken and seatholders learnt that their honorary officers 
had lost control over their funds, the surpluses would tend to diminish, and in 
time disappear. | 
Mr. H. E. BEDDINGTON expressed _ his surprise that no one had taken excep- 
tion to Mr. Leon’s remark that a sliding scale had been recognised by the 
Council. Because the Council did not at alate hour of the evening closely 
scrutinise the resolution of December 6th, 1892, it did not necessarily follow 
tbat the Council approved of a sliding scale. He would be surprised if such 
men of business as composed the Council favoured so socialistic a principle. _ 
Mr. S. Moses argued that this socialistic principle was already adopted in 


the present financial arrangements. 


Mr, H. A, ABRAHAMS, Junior Treasurer, also traversed the statement of 
Mr. Leon, that a sliding scale had been approved by the Council. He said that 
he did not believe in finality; but he must protest against a sliding scale. 


There was no analogy between such a scale and a uniform 2) per cent assess- 


ment applying to all synagogues. alike, He asked the Special Committee to 
show how they had established their case. If they could have proved that — 
wealthy synagogues had misused their surpluses, especially in increasing salaries 
of officials, there would have been ground for their views. He confessed that 
he was not in love with his colleague’s present arrangements when brought be- 
fore the Council, as he feared that the surpluses would be devoted by the syna- 
gogues to their own purposes. But to his great joy his fears had proved ground- 
less, and the surpluses of several synagogues, had been used to spare calls upon 
the General Fund ; and in other instances, notably the Dalston Synagogue 


had been employed in paying off debenture debits. 


Mr. J. Bera, member of the Special Committee, expressed his emphatic 
dissent from.tbe scheme, which he did not consider an improvement on the 
present arrangements. 

Mr, 8. ALEXANDER and Mr. H. Bentwircu followed. 


Mr, AsHER I. Myers said that, as a disposition had been shown to consider 
any fair Scheme that might be devised, he would appeal to Mr: Trenner to with- 
draw his amendment in favour of one he was prepared to propose for the 
appointment of another Committee. He would in such case also ask Mr. Leon 
to withdraw his motion, and support if not second the nex amendment. Ia view 
of the spirit in which the Treasurers and other hon. offic2rs had approached 
the question, the Special Committee might well be content with the result. 

Mr. TRENNER and Mr. LEon having assented to the course suggested by Mr. 
Myekrs, both the amendment and the motion were by leave withdrawn. 


Mr, Asner I. Myers then moved: That a sub-Committee be appointed to

Mr. A. LEON seconded the motion.—(Cheers). He said he did so with the 
concurrence of his late colleagues, whose object throughout the preparation of 


that scheme was, he assured the Council, not to favour individual interests, but 
for the benefit of the United Synagogue as a whole. 


Mr. Noan Davis opposed the motion, as it foreshadowed and implied that 
there were reasons why the present financial arrangements should be altered. 
He did not say that they were not susceptible of improvement, which was going 
farther even than alteration, He was willing to examine any proposals calcu- 
lated to improve not only the financial, but any other arrangements of the 
United Synagogue. He did not think it would be a breach of confidence, and 
he did not care if it was—(Oh, oh)—if he told the Council that the motion Mr. 
Myers now submitted was not identical in terms with the one which had been 
put before the Honorary Officers, and which they were disposed to accept. He,

PRESENTATION TO MR. F. N. CHARRINGTON, L.9.O, 


A meeting, attended by nearly two thousand persons, was held on Tuesday 
at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End, for the purpose of presenting to Mr. 
F, N. Charrington, L.C.C., an illuminated address of thanks, for lending his Hall 
for Jewish worship during the recent High Festivals. The meeting was 
characterized by intense enthusiasm and was successfully held, despite the per- 
sistent endeavours of some Socialists, who had obtaitied: admission to the Hall, 
to — a disturbance. Mr, JosEvd Pyke, Warden of the Central Synagogue, 
presided, 

The CHAIRMAN said that when he had received from the Rev. B. Schewzik 
an invitation to preside on that occasion, he unhesitatingly accepted it, as he 
appreciated the honour it would be to occupy the chair in such a place as the 
Great Assembly Hall, and for sucha purpose. The Rav. B. Schewzik was to 
the East End Jews as a loving father 1s to his children, ever mindful of their 
interests and gently, but firmly, leading them to the right course. If they 
followed the teaching of Mr. Schewzik, they would become an ornament to the 
country. There had been those who had protested against Jews worshipping in 
a hall which was regularly used for conversion purposes. With regard to the 
conversionists, he could only tell them that the Jews whom they converted were 
men without soul, and whose bodies were worthless, But they had not met that 
evening to discuss that question, but to present an address of thanks to a high- 
minded Christian, who, with the purest of motives, had provided a place of 
worship for thousands of forlurn Jews who were without a synagogue to attend. 
He much regretted that, owing to illness, Mr. Charrington was unable to bea 
present, but he was glad that Captain Audrew Hamilton was there as his deputy. 

The Rev. B, Scakwzik then addressed the meeting. Speaking first in 
Kinglish, he was unable to proceed owing to the loud and repeated calls for 
“Yiddish,” andit was only by his consenting to sp2ak in that dialec!. that he was 
allowed to continue, 
cheering, that the meeting consisting of those who worshipped at the Great 
Assembly Hall on the High Festivals tendered its heartfelt thanks to Mr. F. N. 
Charrington for his generosity in lending his Hall for the purpose of Divine 
worship and in token of their appreciation of that noble act and their gratitude 
presented him with an address of thanks. The Rev. B. Schewzik then handed 
to Captain Hamilton the Address, the text, of which, was as follows: — 

| TO FREDERICK N. CHARRINGTON, ESQ, LCC. 

We the East End Jews, who worshipped in the Great: Assembly Hall, during the 
High Festivals of the year 5654 (1893) tender to you our heartfelt thanks for the loan 
of your beautiful Hall and our sincere admiration for the noble motive which prompted 

ou to such an action. Besides affording us the opportunity of communing with our 
aker in thousands on those Holidays, you have helped us to remove many prejudices 
and misrepresentations concerning ourselves from the m‘nds of our Christian neighbours, 
We have seen now that your generosity is not confiael to members of your own fai:h 
but extends also to those who profess a faith different to ‘our own and that you are as 
ready to encourage the devotional practices of the oe as of the other. May the Almighty 
give you strength to dontinue in your good work and may others note and follow tha 
rare example you have set tothem. lLondo2, October 10-h, 1893. 
CapTain ANDREW HAMILTON, who was received with loud and continued 
_ cheering, said: Mr, Charrington asked me to represent him on this auspicious 
occasion, and desired me to say that he regrets exceedingly he is not able to be 
resent himself. But the doctors have forbidden him to be out in the night air. 
‘othing has given him greater pleasure than granting this Hall for the use of 
the Jewish community.—(Cheers). He feels that we owe a deep debt of 
gratitude to the Jews for their marvellous preservation of the Holy Scriptures 
which they and ourselves both hold in common, and for the preservation of one 
day’s rest in seven. Especially oo we value their continued co-operation at this 
time, when the Sunday League and so many other people are doing their best to 
secularize the Sabbath and to deprive the working classes of their day of rest. 
Mr. Charrington also desires me to say how much he appreciates the example of 
temperance that the Jews of the East End show to the too often drunken 
communities amongst whom they are compelled to dwell. And their allegiance 
to the Divine law also commands our greatest interest and respect. Under 
these circumstances, Mr. Charrington feels proud if in any way he has been able 
to assist their teachers in inculcating these great truths to a people who, from 
lack of accommodation in East London, were debarred from the privileges of 
their richer brethren. In conclusion, Mr, Charrington congratulates those upon 
whom the duty devolved of arranging for these great meetings, on the order 
and decorum and the deeply religious feeling which characterized those 
gatherings. Continuing, Captain Hamilton said that it gave him great pleasure 
to endorse those expressions of goodwill, for dwelling as he did in the East of 
ondon, he could not but be convinced of the accuracy of those statements, and 
he believed he was expressing the sentiments of all his colleagues. Noone who

It was difficult to understand how 
anyone who studied those Holy Scriptures to which Mr, Charrington had alluded 
in his reply, could shut their eyes to the fact that the Jewish race, who now 
seemed so rapidly spreading over all the earth, were intended to take a leading | 
place in the government of the world, and therefore from the low motive of 
policy they should be befriended. Captain Hamilton, whose address was loudly 
applauded, concluded with many wishes for the welfare of the Jewish race. 
Mr.LIoNELE.PYKE,Q.C.,said that it gave him great pleasure to come down to 
that meeting, for the Jews of the West End know only a very little indeed of 
their brethren in the Fast of London, and a little knowledge is a dangerous 
thing. He had been asked to propose a resolution of thanks to the Council of 
the United Synagogue for their efforts in bringing about the loan of the hall from 
Mr, Charrington. Mr. Schewzik would be the last to deny that the United 
Synagogue helped to a very great extent to bring about the desirable end. It 
was through the instrumentality of the United Synagogue that Mr. Charrington | 
and Mr. Schewzik were brought into communication, and he thought they all 
owed a debt of gratitude to the Council. He understood they were in want of 
places of worship where they could go week by week, and that they wanted the 
Council of the United Synagogue to help them in that direction. There was, 
however, a good deal of discord in that quastion.. It had been said that a syna- 
gogue was not wanted in the East End. Was there any truth in that observa- 
tion? (Cries of “No! no!) They were willing, he understood, to make 
sacrifices to support such aplace of worship. (Applause). ‘Then he felt little

Moreover, should your generosity aad your desire to see our cond tion improved 
prompt you to accede to our humble petition, we promise faitafu'ly to support such 
institutions as you may establish ia such a manner as will render them iadepeadent of any 
external aid. 

The resolution was carried amidst cheers. . 

Dr. A. GASTER proposed a resolution, which was unanimously carried, thank- 
ing Lord Rothschild for the interest displayed by him in the affairs of the East 
End Jews, and fervently hoping that he would take into consideration the 
necessity of providing a building in which they could worship.

SCHOOLS IN THE East,—The Chief Rabbi has forwarded £7 53, obtained by 


him, in response to an appeal from Bucharest in the Jewish Chronicle towards — 


the expenses of admitting Jewish children into the public schools of that city. 
‘This sum has been remitted to the correspondent of the Association, who, in 
acknowledging its receip*, solicits further contributions towards the same object, 
so that more children:may be sent to the Government Schools.—The Associa- 
tion has been asked to supply the Technical School in Jerusalem with a tyring 
machine for wheels which is much needed, Mr. E. H. d’Avigdor has obtained 
estimates, and the Executive Committee recommend a grant not exceeding 
£15 (to include cost of transport to Jaffa) from the Education Fund for this 
purpose.—Mrs. M. Corcos, Head Mistress of the Mogador Girls’ School, has 
intimated that the dressmaker (a young London Jewess) whom she had engaged, 
and to whom she had been authorised by the Council to pay a salary of £2i) 
(half of which will be contributed for three years by Mr. F. D. Mocatta) had 
asked for an additional £10. An endeavour will be made, on behalf of the 
Association, to obtain the additional amount from private sources.—T he Associa- 
tion has been applied to for a grant towards the construction of a new school 
building at Samacoff (Bulgaria), but the Committce are indisposed to make a 
recommendation in view of what has happened at Sofia where, in consequence 
of tne new Education Law, the Jewish School has been discontinued, and the 
premises built only two years ago (towards which the Association contributed 
£125), have been handed over to the Government, and are now used for the pur- 
poses of a National School. The Executive Committee have obtained extracts 
irom the Bulgarian Education Act, which clearly show that the attendance of 
pupils of the National Schools, irrespective of denomination, is compulsory at 
the course of religious instruction, according to the dominant faith, Greek 
Catholicism. Before suggesting any course of action, the Executive Committee 
are making enquiries in Sofia to ascertain whether Jewish pupils have been able 
to obtain exemption from being present during the religious teaching —The 
school building at Adrianople having been condemned, new premises are being 
erected at a cost of 35,000 frances. Towards this sum the local community has 
raised 12,000 francs, and the Alliance has contributed 17,000 francs, The class- 
rooms can accommodate 400 to 450 as against 250 in the old school. ‘The Execu- 


tive Committee recommend a grant of £120 Chalf of the balance needed to 


complete the building) from the Education Fund. 

ProrosaL TO InTRODUCE Lace MakinG IN| JERUSALEM.—The Sub- 
Committee appointed by the Executive Committee to consider the 
reference of Council of July 2ad, on Mr, H. Landau's suggestion for the intro- 
duction of lace making in Jerusalem, have presented a Report, 
which the Executive Committee have adopted, and submit as their 
own to the Council. The Report is as follows:—The sub-Com- 

mittee find that the establishment of a school of lace-making at 
Jerusalem would entail a considerable outlay and that some years might elapse 
before the school became self-supporting. As, however, the reference to the 
sub-Committee was somewhat extended, the latter enquired into the opera- 
tions of the Alliance in regard to female technical education and find that 
in the department for girls the Alliance have arranged for the teaching of 


plain sewing, dressmaking, embroidery, and in some cases of other subjects. : 


it would seem, therefore, wiser that any funds collected for technical 
education in the East should, at first, rather go towards an extension of the 
present system than for speculative investment in creating an industry which 
may, or may not, be a success. From the above it does not, by any means, 
follow that lace making should be dismissed as impracticable, The moment 
that the Anglo-Jewish Association has anything to contribute to such an object, 
it also by that very fact increases its influence, and is ina better position to

THE JEWS IN 


The following lettar was published in yesterday’s Standard :— 

Sir,—My attention has been cilled to a letter on the Jews of Russia by 
Mr. H. Vivian, which appeared in The Standard of yesterday. As the letter 
contains a number of ignorant and fligrant mis-statements of fact, given with 
the air of one having authority, will you permit me to point out a few of the 
blunders contained init? 

Mr, Vivian states that “all the cunning of the race is exercised to avoid 
military service.” Thisis directly opposed to the official statistics of the Russian - 
Army, from which Mr, Vivian might easily have learnt that they contribute 
fifty per cent. more to the recruits than the members of any othercreed. Thus, 
in 1889 the Jews contributed 571 per cent. to the Russian Army, whereas they 
are but 3°95 per cant. of the Russian nation. The Jewish recruits of the 
present year, the returns for which have been just issued, were one in sixteen of 
the whole number, whereas they are only one in twenty-three in the general 
population. Thus, out of every one hundred Russians, four are Jews, out of 
every one hundred Russian recruits, six are of the Jewish persuasion, This 
does not seem like evasion of military service. | 

According to Mr. Vivian, Russia “ has allotted to them (the Jews) an area 
half as big again as France.” Is Mr. Vivian ignorant of the fact that within 
that area the four million Russian Jews are only allowed to dwell in cities and 
towns, and not in villages ? He appears to be ignorant of the fact, as one of 
the grounds of complaint he brings against them is that “they never grow an 
ear of corn or build a log hut.” As for Russia “ allotting ” this territory to the 
Jews, it is simply the area of Old Poland, in which Jews lived and flourished 
long before Russia had acquired a right to it. Mr, Vivian seems equally 
ignorant of both past and present aspects of the question on which he poses a3 
an authority. 

The fact is, Mr. Vivian is an anti-Semite who is simply repzating stock 
slanders. If he still claims to be an authority, I would venture to ask him these 
three questions :—1. How many weeks was he in Russia? 2. Can he read — 
Russian ? 3. How many Russian Jews did he consult onthis subject? He will 
allow that the last is a pertinent question, as in England, at least, we do not 
allow. that a man is an authority on a disputed question if be has not heard both 
sides. In the present case, those Englishmen and Russians who have gone 
through this necessary preliminary have come to the opposite conclusion to that 
reached bv Mr. Vivian. The United States Commissioners, Dr. Kempster and 
Colonel Webber, Messrs. Harold Frederic, George Kennan, and Hall Caine are 
unanimous in declaring Russia's treatment of her Jews a stain on European 
civilisation, and the Russian Correspondents of the English Press have endorsed 
their view. Mr. Vivian’s opinions about Russian Jews are as eccentric as are 
his expressions about Cromwell. : 

Mr. Vivian states that “any severities to which Russian Jews may be 
subjected are directed against them, not as infidels, but as bad citizens.” How, 
then, does he account for the fact that all these severities—he grants the 
severities, it would seem—disappear if a Russian Jew consents to forswear his 
ancestral faith ? And while he is solving this problem, would he also enlighten 
the English public on the question why similar severities are being directed 
against Stundists, Roman Catholics, and Lutherans ?

The total expen- 
diture has been £426 153, 4d,, as against £446 163. 6d., or a saving of £20 ls, 2d, 
The amount disbursed in pensions was £334 10s. 61., as against £326 63, 61, The 

‘number of pension’rs now on the books is 19, who are in receipt of amounts 


_ varying from 3a, 6d. to 123, 61. per week, The Society continues to pay the subsidy 


of £14 63. per ann um to the Jewish Ho ne, London, towards the maintenance of an 
inmate. During the year £103 103, has been advanced from the Loan Fund, having 
been granted for 18 loans, as compared with £62 10s, for 15 loans in 1891—2. The 
expenditure this year has again exceeded the income by no iess than £69 1s. 64d., 
which, added to the accumulated deficit of former years, brings the total deficiency 
to £240 33. 6d., and the Committee have therefore resolved to recommend that a 
saffisient portion of the invested funds be released to clear this amount.
